iPavid Lewis, 26, met' news- 
ten briefly, to say David W. 
I’erfie, 49, an eerie-looking 
former Eastern Airlines pilot 
fciind dead in his apartment 
Wednesday, was not one of 
fee '“possible members of the 
plot.” 

iteewis said previously he 
pad given Garrison four or 
five , names of persons in- 
volved in the conspiracy, and 
as .a result feared for his life. 

> He dropped out of sight 
(with his wife and four chil- 
fflren last night, but reap-; 
peered at the district attor- 
ney’s office late this morn- 
ing. 

He refused to say anything 
other than that Ferrie was 
not; one of the group he 
knew/ ■ 

Lewis, was a private investi- 
gator who came in contact 
with Le Harvey Oswald sev- 
eral times during Oswald’s 
six-month 1963 stay in New 


ii||wis, when Garrison’s 
cphtroversial investigation 
erupted last week, was em- 
pilo^ed as a shipping agent at 
d bus line. .XlV’yC; 

} Lewis said Monday he 
feared for his life. He was 
the one who : told the press 
that he had given Garrison ' 
pates of four or five per- 
sons he knew to he linked 
fn what he felt was a con- 
spiracy to assassinate Ken- 
nedy. 

•JLewis would not clarify 
whyr or under what circum- 
stances,. he knew Qswald in 
the weeks before the Dallas 
assassination. He would only 
say he was a private investi- 
gator then.
